In Australia 


WRESENT CRITICAL FOOD SHORTAGE in many parts of the 
adé it apparent that there is need for an increase in the amount 


Of graimhere shortages have long been acute. Nations which have been 
countrproduce a surplus of food during the war and in the years which 
ableollowed, have, sometimes at a considerable sacrifice on the part of 
. hay own people, been able to supply much food to the less fortunate na- 
tions. However, it is clear that even greater efforts are needed if the pres- 
ent situatiof is to be improved to any great extent. In this connection it 
has recently been announced that Australia is expanding her farming in- 
dustry in order to send greatly increased amounts of food to Great Britain. 
° . * . ° 
The British Minister ef Food, Mr, Strachey, re- 
cently made known th® terms of an agreement 


Will Send More 
" under which Australia has undertaken to send 
Than Last Year Great Britain 75 million bushels of wheat. This 


will mean that more than half of the wheat produced in Australia will be 
reserved for export to the United Kingdom, and will represent a large in- 
crease over last year’s shipment, which amounted to less than five million 
bushels. Australia has also agreed to produce more meat, butter, sugar, 
dried fruit, eggs and seed oils for Britain. in order to meet these commit- 
ments, farming in Australia is to be considerably expanded and considera- 
tion is being given to the possibilities of opening up new areas in Northern 
Australia to provide additional sources of oils and fats. Should this be un- 
dertaken, it is likely that British capital would be invested in the project 
and that British representatives would be sent to consult with Australian 
experts on the undertaking. 


* . & * * 


Although Britain has agreed to take all the wheat 
Markets Must ana sugar which Australia can spare, it is not an- 
Be Assured ticipated that expansion on a long-term basis will 

be needed in the production of these commodities, 
If Britain can give assurance of continued demand for such products as 
lamb, dried fruits and eggs, it is expected that production will be consider- 
ably increased. Present contracts extend to 1950, but it is believed that a 
guarantee of further demand for these items in Britain will be needed to 
encourage farmers to greatly increase their present rate of production. In 
regard to supplying more beef, pork, eggs and oil-producing seeds, extensive 
development schemes would be needed and again, assurance of continued 
markets would be a most important consideration, Since a large part of 
the production of Canadian farms has for some time been going to Britain, 
Canadians have been very much concerned with the problem of alleviating 
the food shortage there, and the contribution which Australia is making in 
this connection will be regarded with interest by the people of this country.

Recent statistics, Dr. Bates said, 
| show there were 26 officially report- 
ed milk-borne epidemics—30 cases or 
;more each—in Canada in the last 25 
years. These outbreaks alone caused 
{more than 700 deaths, 


“By unsafe milk, Dr, Fraser meant 
unpasteurized milk,” he said. ‘Pub- 
lic health officials and health educa- 
tionists are in agreement that the 
only way to be sure a milk supply is 
safe is to.pasteurize it. Pasteuriza- 
tion is a heating process which, if 
properly carried out, renders milk 
safe for human consumption without 
altering any of its essential values 
or its taste. 

“In view of the facts concerning 
the value of the pasteurization pro- 
cedure, it is amazing that it is not 
universally adopted. The Health 
League will continue to agitate in 
Canada for adoption of compulsory

Flying Knife Cuts 
at 800 miles p.h. 


Philadelphia—A new knife that 
whirls at 800 miles an hour could 
Slice an invincible ham sandwich 


just four-millionths of an incen 
thick. 
It works somewhat like a deli- 


catessen meat slicer but goes 30 
fast that the actual cutting may be 
done by a super-sonic shock wave 
travelling ahead of the blade. 

It spins faster than the speed of 
sound in air and cuts so fine that 
@ microscope is meeded to find the 
slivers of metal, bone and other 
materials it slices off. 


The knife is an ultra-microtome 
for cutting extremely thin sections 
of many different kinds of materials 
structure 
under the powerful eye of the elec- 
tron microscope. 

It was demonstrated and described 
to the Electron Microscope Society 
of America by Harvey B. Merrill, 
of Customs Scientific Instruments 
of Arlingtton, N. J. the makers and 
Ernest F. Fullan of the General 
Electric Company of Schenectady, 
N. Y. who thas been conducting ex- 
periments with it. 

The blade made of a special steel 

loy, is an inch long and has a 
cutting edge as keen as a razor 
blade. It is mounted in a slot on 
the rim of a disc spun by an elec- 
tric motor at a speed of 1.250 feet 
a second with 60,000 revolutions a 
minute. The average electric fan 
spins at a rate of 1,750 revolutions 
minute, 

The strip.of metal, bone, tooth, 
or fibre to be cut is pushed slowly 
into the path of the disc, much like 
a piece of baloney in a meat slicer. 
The material~is frozen. in liquid 
nitrogen to prevent frictional heat 
from destroying. it. 

The blade’s speed is so great that 
so far no photographs have shown 
how or whether the blade does the 
cutting. Some evidence supports 
a theory that a shock wave set up 
ahead of the blade edge does the 
oun: Mr. Moret and Mr. Fullan 
said.

The internal organs or particles 
inside single cells and any viruses 
or parasites present there, all be- 
come visible and their shapes and 
sizes can be studiedhe said. 


Dr. Claude explaine that the 
method was being used in attempts 


ito learn how the parasites of mal- 


aria grew in blood cells, how bac- 
teria were killed by viruses, and 
what happened to white blood cells 
in leukemia, which is cancer of the 
white blood cells. 


It could be applied to studying 
individual camcer cells and any 
kind of cells. It also offers an op- 
portunity to find out what happens 
inside norma! ‘healthy cells 


The looking is done with the elec- 
tron microscope which can magnify 
100,000 times or more. 

It is possible that the method 
will permit the study of Chromo- 
somes, which carry the tinier genes 
that determine inheritance. 

Atom Research Deepened 

A more powerful crystal-gazer 
that pries deeper into the secret of 
how atom “building blocks” are 
put together to form different kinds 
of matter was announced by Perry 
Cc. Emith and Robert C. Picard of 
the Radio Corporation of America, 
of Camden, N. J. 

The camera uses a beam of elec- 
trons to determine the arrangement 
and spacing of individual atoms 
within a molecule: Able to “see” 
smaller quantities of molecules 
than heretofore possible it can 
analyze as Kittle as one-twenty- 
eight.millionth of ounce of 
material.
